not Charles A. Towno decides to with­ 
draw his name as a candidate of the 
Populist party. This it is feared, would 
n snit in a large deflection to the rnid- 
dle-of-the-road Populists. 
Towne will stop over at Lincoln on 
his way homo on an invitation of Win. 
J. Bryan. 
The whole situation will Is' 
thoroughly discussed and upon Bryan’s 
views on tho mattor will depend in a 
largo measure Towne’s decision in re­ 
gard to tho vice presidency. 
Ho will 
not announce his decision until he had a 
conference with other leaders in both 
the Democratic and Populist parties and 
until he does communicate with the 
Populist national committee, which will 
not la1 for several days at least, that 
body will take no fnrther action. 
In 
case Towne decides to withdraw his 
n am e as the vice presidential candidate 
of the Popnlist party the national com- 
mittco will select another candidate.
